He will also serve this summer at senior NATO fellow in 
science at the University of Sussex, England and at the United Nations offices in 
Geneva, Switzerland. —

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BOE hears complaints

The Board of Elections (BOF) 
investigated three of the four com- 
plaints filed by ASI President Dave 
Ferris, Patti Payne and seven other 
former candidates. Greg Carr and 
Craig Jones argued the case of the 
plaintiffs, while former associate jus- 
tice of the Board of Justice, Tom 
Lineer took on the defense for 
Heyman Matlock and all other 
students opposing the invalidation 

Two incidents occured 
immediately after coordinator Dave 
Payne called the meeting to order 
First former Senate Chair candidate 
Gary Turner stood up and read a 
Statement denouncing the plaintiffs 
for being sore losers and compared 
their efforts for invalidation with “giv- 
ing a bone to a dog and then trying to 
take it away from it.” 

Aiso elections coordinator Dave 
Payne surprised the 30 people present 
at the hearing when he announced that 
Senate Chair - Elect Robin Blair had 
withdrawn his name from the petition 
which called for invalidation. Blair's 
withdrawal came a few days after he 
had been put under pressure by several 
new senators at a meeting of the new 
senate, last Tuesday. Several senators 
made it clear that they would not 
fecognize him as senate chair as long 
as he supported efforts to invalidate 
the election 

The Board first heard the com- 
plaint which stated that poll workers 
allowed electioneering within 50 feet 
of the polls. Carr calied on two 
witnesses, former poll - worker Jack 
Turnier and Senator Suzanne Tage 

Witness Tagg stated that she had 
seen a candidate within 50 feet of the 
polls handing out literature. She said 
the candidate was a femaie but refused 
to say whether the person was white or 
black. BOF member Robert Moore 
pressed hard to get Tagg to disclose 
the identity of the candidate, but was 
unsuccessful 

The second witness, Jack Turnier 


was equally vague, though he men- 
tioned that members of the Women’s 
Caucus had been electioneering near 
his poll at the University Union. He 
said he had seen many violations dur- 
ing the two days of the elections 
Speaking for the defense, Tom 
Lineer criticized not only the 
witnesses for their vague statements 
but also the said the plaintiffs had 
been unable to cite aay legal cases 
which would substantiate their case. 
instead, Lineer himself cited 
numerous cases in which it was ruled 


chat the plaintiffs must Present 
definite proof that the election results 
were overturned due to electioneering 
within the 50 foot zone 

Lineer said the plaintiff had 
Presented no such evidence, nor had 
they proved that anyone had changed 
his opinion due to electioneering 
within 50 feet of the polls 

Regarding the complaint against 
polling places being open for 10 to 30 
minutes after 8 o'clock, Lineer said 
that in New York polling places had

Student Bill of Rights 
delayed by non-students

Student Senate Chair Patti Payne 
has sent a letter to President Bond 
condemning the administration and 
Faculty Senate for their “delay and 


poor handling” of the Student Bill 
of Rights and Responsibilities 
This bill outlines the res- 


Ponsibilities of students, the rights of 
stuc_ nts and the responsibilities of the 
faculty to ensure that the rights of 
students are realized 

Payne wrote that after Passing the 
bill on Jan. 25, the Student Senate sent 
the bill to Bond and the Faculty 
Senate fora response. The faculty was 
asked to submit a response by mid- 
March but did not 

“The Eaculty Senate needed more 
time and indeed took it,” wrote Payne 
“The document was re‘ected, and | 
was personally insulted uy the chair of 
the Faculty Senate.” 

“The Faculty Senate,” wrote 
Payne, “did not seem to heed the fact 
that the document was sent to them as 
4 matter of courtesy.” 

Payne wrote that the ad- 


ry 


ministration wanted some “editorial 
changes.’ in the bill 

“I sat down with Greg Thatch 
(Bond's assistant) and Norm Better 
(dean of students) and worked these 
changes out.” wrote Payne. “There 
were no substantive changes made.~ 

Payne told Bond that the faculty 
said it would send him its response by 
Apmil 22, but he has not yet received it 

According to Payne, Bond said 
that the bill would be signed the week 
of April 25 

Payne wrote that major changes in 
the bill were made at a meeting with 
the academic deans 

“The issue of the Student Bill of 
Rights was brought up and approval! 
was again delayed,” she wrote. “A 
document was given to me that Dr 
Archer (vice president for academic 
affairs) helped edit that the students 
had ne-enewledge of ” 

Payne wrote that she then received 
a memo saying that the bill would be 
signed May 6 

“The deans,” wrote Payne, “could 
have dealt with this matter earlier - 
the administration has had copies 
since January.”

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San Diego lobbies for tuna

The San Diego Chamber of 
Commerce is sending California 
legislators empty cans of tuna to make 
a point: Unless something is done 
soon to help the waning tuna industry, 
the future of the American industry 
will become just as empty. 

San Diego is the base for almost 
the entire U.S. tuna fleet — 140 boats 
and 2,000 fishermen. But these few 
men and boats are the backbone of a 
$2 billion business which has seen 
layoffs in related canning industries 
and shortened work weeks for those 
still employed. 


The cans, donated by the tuna in- 
dustry in San Diego, are part of a 
“stunt,” as a Chamber spokesman 
puts it. They seek publicity tc change 
laws the industry says will destroy the 
American tuna effort. The black label 
of the cans read: “Contents: Nothing. 
Through Congressional inaction the 
tuna market has been captured by 
foreign fishermen . and the US. 
tuna fleet has been transferred to 
foreign flags.” 


At issue are regulations set by the 
National Marine Fisheries Service 
and the Marine Mammal Prote;tion 
Act. The laws limit the number of por- 
poises that can be killed yearly while 


una catches are made. Porpoises 
‘ravel with tuna and apparently eat the 
same food. Beyond that, it is not 
known why they swim with schools of 
‘una, according to Gerald Howard, 
Southwest Regional Director of the 
National Marine Fisheries Service. 
Up to half a million porpoises were 
cilled annually only a decade ago. 
Current law limit to $9,050 the 
qwmber of porpois can be killed 
yearly. The indusiry says 100,000 
would be a more realistic figure. 
Porpoises get caught in the fishing 
rets and for lack of air, actually 
irown. A local fishing family in San

Theatrics thwart Ma Bell

The guerilla theater tactics of a 
CSUS graduate student recently 
brought one of the world’s largest 
communications monopolies to its 
knees 

Chene Gordon, a 30 year old 
graduate student in Communication 
Studies and member of Le Theatre 
Lesbien resorted to the theatrics when 
“Ma Bell” refused to reconnect her 
telephone without charge recently 

According to Gordon, a deal was 
struck between herself and the com- 
pany to deliver her telephone payment 
to the company on Friday, April 15 
But, she says, the business office was 
closed when she arrived at the com- 
pany’s downtown Sacramento office 
She placed a dated money order in the 
mght deposit and went home 

The following day her phone was 
disconnected 

On April 18, Gordon arrived in the 
business office with the stub from her 
money order. Phone company of- 
freiais told her that they would gladly 
reconnect her phone for an-$1 1.60 foe. 

“Il told them that unless they 
connected my phone without charge | 
would give them every theatrical stunt 
I knew, until they did so,” Gordon 


said 

When told by a Bell supervisor not 
to “threaten the phone company” 
Gordon replied, “I'm not threatening 
I'm promising you good enter 
tainment.” She then left the office 
only to return later that afternoon to 
carry a picket sign outside the office at 
13th and K streets 

By Thursday, Apr! 2!, Gordon's 
phone was still disconnected, and the 
battle with the company continued

Duet debut in Union Coffeehouse

The Coffeehouse should be proud 
tonight. A new act — Pete Karakondis 
and Chris Little — will show (at 8 
p.m.) themselves: youthful profes- 
sionalism, progressive originality and 
love for what they do. 

The duet, new to the Sacramento 
music scene, have concentrated for 
two years confecting a spontaneous, 
uncomprimising sounc — a trait many 
local artists overlook in this Age of 
Commercialism 

Even they can't describe their style, 
but it’s a complicated breeding of folk, 
blues, jazz and rock. Their set relies 
heavily on original compositions that 
ear-charm the audience into 
salutations. If you're afraid of 
unheard-of material, don't be; their 
melodies stick, while the subtie in- 
tricacies pleasure knowledgable 
listeners 

The “creative genius” is guitarist 
Karakondis. The Greek’s six and 12- 


string heroics abound with ideas, yet 
flow like the American River three 
years past 


Moving from Greece two years 
ago, he planted himself in CSUS's 
Music Department. Unlike the rigid 
academic traditions of the 
department, his yearnings were built 
atop the late-sixties blues/ rock 
movement. With that guiding in- 
fluence he learned on his own, just as 
any imnovator would. 


Little's alto-soprano warblings 
ideally complement Karakondis’ 
tenor. A graduate of UC-Davis, she 
learned to love singing with choirs 
Her style, if it can be pin-pointed, is a 
Carly Simon/Phoebe Snow criss- 
cross. 


Both converge on writing the 
lyrics. Their call to people is centered 
on melancholic hope, through love, 
fear, insecunty and questioning the 
future. It's simple and straight- 
forward: 


A win is threefold- 
Oh, what a victory!

When Dana Ann Lee won a 
national piano competition last mon- 
th, she scored not only a personal vic- 
tory, but also one for her CSUS music 
teacher, and one for the California 
State University system 


The 16 - year - old musician is a 
student of Professor Frank Wasko. 
He feels he has emerged a winner 
because the win has proven that he’s 
helped to develop a great pianist. The 
California State University system 
appears to be a winner because Lee's 
triumph is an excellent example of 
Sacramento's music department's 
credibility 


But no one is savoring the sweet 
taste of success as much as Lee. Well 
poised, the pretty Encina High junior 
is ready to graduate next month. Fin- 
ding time between studies to practice 
piano three to five hours daily, Lee 
realized that the practice paid off in 
competition. . . to the tune of $400. 


The personal satisfaction she 
gained outweighs the prize money, 
though. Lee says, “It was an honor to 
meet and compete with the most 
talented young people in the US.” The 
evening after her winning per- 
formance, Lee was a featured guest ar- 
tist with the Atlanta Youth 
Symphony. The show was recorded 
and is available to the public. 


The road to the Atlanta, Georgia 
competition was not an easy one for 
Lee. To get there, she first had to win 
the state and division competition. In 


against six talented competitors 
“When she beat out musicians from 
metropolitan LA — of which there are 
many — in the state division, | felt that 
half the job was completed,” says 
Wasko. “This showed that students of 
our state system are able to stand up 
against tough competition.” 


Lee feels her winning advantage 
was that she convinced the Judges that 
she enjoyed what she was playing 
Wasko attributes her triumph to her 
stability on stage. “Besides her ex- 
cellent poise,” Wasko says, “Dana's 
memory enabled her to present such a 
difficult piece with such fine techni- 
que.” Her teacher believes that Dana's 
youth compliments these traits 


Besides the 12 major awards she’s 
received during her eight year career, 
Lee is also active in school, church and 
community affairs. She maintains a 
4.0 average and still finds time to do 
her own piano teaching. 


Wasko beams as he speaks of his 
talented pupil. Did he take her as a 
student two years ago in the hopes of 
producing a national winner? “No, my 
main goal was to develop a great 
pianist. Having her win a competition 
was secondary to me.” However, when 
she returned to California as a winner, 
he “certainly was pleased.” A smile 
reinforces his feelings at this point. 
Wasko is also pleased for sentimental 
reasons. Ten years ago he had been a 
national finalist on the college level. 


Lee, who doesn't wish to be “one 
dimensional,” says that “a good

“The Late Show™ is a 
conglomeration of just about every 
film you have seen exactly there, on 
the late show. 

Oki Bogart detective movies, over- 
the-hill gang stories and May- 
December romances all find their way 
into this fairly mediocre yarn starring 
Art Carney and Lily Torglin. Its 
greatest weakness lies in this very com- 
bination of theme —- “The Late Show” 
never really knows which movie it 
really is 

Like old detective movies, (“The 
Maltese Falcon” comes to mind here) 
“The Late Show” begins with the 
death of someone's old partner. When 
the hero, Ira Wells (played by 
Carney), attends his old friend’s 
funeral, he is approached by another 
figure from his past named Charlie 
and a crazy lady named Margo 
(played by Tomlin). Margo’s cat has 
been stolen by her debtor, and she 
wants to hire Wells to get the cat back 
Naturally, the theft of a cat leads Wells 
to grand theft, adultery, and murder, 
all of which 1s, of course, related to the 
death with which the story begins 

Haven't we seen this plot before? 
Few detective films fail to begin with 
the hero handling an insignificant case 
only to find himself in the midst of 
numerous murders. Clearly, “The 
Late Show” seeks not to distinguish 
itself from the common detective film, 
but instead attempts to imitate the 
genre on a nostalgic note. 

As such an imitation, “The Late 
Show” is nearly successful. Ira Wells is 
simply a Sam Spade or Philip 
Marlowe on social security. As in such 
detective movies as “Chinatown” or 
“Harper” (to name only two), 
everyone, imnocent or villaninous, 
wants to hire Welis. Everyone 
Provides him with both accurate and 
false information. In blatant imitation 
of “The Maltese Falcon,” a beautiful 
woman pleadingly says to him, 
“you're the only one I can come to — if 
you don't help me, no one will.” 

“The Late Show,” however, does 


not contain the energy which paplegted.ue 


through the Bogart films. Apparently, 
this energy is dissipated through direc- 
tor and writer Robert Benton's efforts 
t@ accomplish too much. Benton's 
attempts to entertain us as the old 
films did are weakened by his dis- 
tracting subplot (or main plot?) deal- 
ing with a relationship between two 
loners: an over - age detective and an 
overanalvzed young dress - designer 

Perhaps the most enjoyable part of 
the movie, this relationship never- 
theless slows the film down. It takes 
Precedence over the plot, which 
ultimately lacks importance by the 
end anyway. It’s too bad — such a 
strange relationship between two mis- 
matched people could give life to the 
film, but Benton's handling of it is 
awkward. 

The relationship is nonetheless en- 
joyable to watch. The stuffy, old - 
fashioned Wells, always calling 
women “dames” or “dollies”, in con- 
trast to Tomlin’s Margo creates more 
than a little laughter. When Margo, at

Wells 
and Margo together, learning to 
become friends, provide what little 
interest 1s generated by the film 


Adequate performances by all are 
not enough to give force to this nos- 
talgic film. Carney is fine throughout 
the movie as the aging detective 
Tomlin is at times great and at other 
times extremely awkward it 
sometimes seems that she tries to in- 
ject routines from her unique sense of 
comedy into scenes which cannot bear 
the weight. Apart from these, the ac-

ting works but never thrills 

“The Late Show” needs to be 
tightened up. A greater sense of direc- 
tion to the plot is necessary. Un- 
fortunately, there is a suspenseful 
characteristic of such films as “The 
Maltese Falcon,” which depends not 
upon the amount of corpses present 
{as in “The Late Show”) but upon the 
complexity of the plot, the energy 
generated by the cast. and the 
singleheartedness of direction 
throughout the story. This 
characteristic is missing here

The Late Show 
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Dylan Thomas ‘reincarnation’ held over in Oldtown

Since Tuesday of last week, the 
reincarnation of Welsh poet writer 
Dylan Thomas has taken place nightly 
at the Eagle Theatre in Old Sac- 
ramento. The high success of this rein- 
carnation — so superb!y portrayed by 
Jack Aranson has compelied the 
management of the theatre to hold the 
show over for three more per- 
formances this week, Thursday 
through Saturday, May 5-7 

Go see it! If you have any respect 
for one who mastered our language so 
eloquently by the romantic age of 39, 
and then left this earth — as did Dylan 
Thomas — and if you enjoy watching 
one of the world’s top actors of the day 
perform the show for which he has 
been highly praised for the past 14 
years, go see this production, and 
that's an order! 

Aranson, himself a good Welshman 
has played everything from classics to 
moderns on stages the world over. In 
1963 he formed the San Francisco 
City Theatre, and has since resided in 

arin County with his wife singer- 
actress Claudia Cummings 

Aranson’s act has changed 
somewhat throughout the years. He 
originally portrayed Dylan Thomas in 
one of his lectern sessions, which 
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Thomas gave in Europe and America 
Aranson now uses the first half of the 
show to simulate an intimate one- 
sided conversation with Thomas, who 
1s at home, at his desk, with a glass of 
Irish beer. He began with “My Early 
Days,” which served as an in- 
troduction to the man and to the en- 
vironment from which he emerged 

This was followed by “Quite Early 
One Morning.” which is simply a 
colloguy of Thomas’ thoughts as he 
walked through a seaboard town one 
morning after a sterm Aranson 
simulated the walking motions as he 
talked to the audience 

From here he moved to “A 
Memory of Christmas.” It was in this 
piece that Aranson displayed both his 
own thespian mastery and the literary 
mastery of Dylan Thomas. Though 
the sky pelted Sacramento with rain 
that might, Aranson had everyone in 
the smal! Eagle Theatre up to their 
shins in snow. With delicacy and 
precision, he described the uncles sit- 
ting. grumbling after dinner, and the 
aunts “sitting on the edge of their

‘After the intermission, Aranson 
came on as Thomas, the lecturer 
Dressed in a slightly toad-worn tux- 
edo, Thomas addressed the audience

was the levee at tne end of North 10th 
Street. After several days of con- 
sideration, | decided this was the place 
to start this story 

The portion of the levee the walls 
had referred to was at the end of North 
10th Street, behind warehouses and 
office buildings. The street had six 
cars parked at the end. Four faced the 
levee, and two were parked parallel 
beside the sidewalk. All of them were 
empty, but two men stood up on the 
levee watching me pull in. I stuck my 
hands in my pockets as I got out of the 
car to keep them from shaking: ! 
didn’t think my hangups were above 
the ordinary, but the surroundings 
and my notions of what went on there 
had combined to make me nervous 
about interviewing the men on the 
levee 

From the top of the levee, the Sac- 
ramento Reiver could be seen through 
a clearing in the trees below. I glanced 
at the two men, one of whom still wat- 
ched me, the other began walking 
down the levee toward Highway 160 
He looked to be about 40 years old, 
very tall, and wore a mechanic's 
jumpsuit. The other was in his early 
30's, in jeans and a sweatshirt 

I walked down the other side of the 
levee to the open space in the trees, 
and from there noticed several boats 
in the river. Paths led into the woods 
in either direction, so still feeling 
tense, and guilty for it, | took off down 
a path to my left 

Branches of the path led to either 
side, but | kept generally straight 
ahead. At one point I passed a man to 
my left sitting on a fallen tree, while 
farther down a man watching the river 
to my left glanced back several times 
as | walked by 

When | realized I had been wander- 
ing quite a while, I turned and began 
following the path back. Both of the 
men I had seen were now at the fallen 
tree, and one pulled up his pants as he 
heard me approach 

When I got back to the clearing, I 
stood looking at an abandoned water 
tower, wondering how to begin. Then 
the first man, the younger one on the 
levee, came walking up, stopping 
about ten feet away. He smiled af- 
fably, | nodded back 

“It's warm,” he said, turning to the 
river. I agreed quietly “Lots of 
boaters, too,” he added. I agreed 
again, then there was a long silence 

“I'm Tom,” he said abruptly. I 
answered with my own name, and he 
asked me if I lived nearby. I said no, 
and asked him the same. He said yes, 
with his wife. | sensed an invitation to 
take a walk in the woods was im- 
minent, so I took a deep breath and 
explained to him that | was working 
On a newspaper story about the men 
who frequent the levee 

“I'd like to talk with you about it 
over coffee, if you don’t mind,” I said 
“You don't even have to tell me your 
whole name.” 

He looked at the river again, then 
said, “Okay. I'll follow you in my car.” 

At a coffeeshop on 12th Street, he 
told me Tom was not his real name, 
but we agreed that | would call him 
that. He said no one but his ex - wife 
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and the men he’s been with know he's 
gay, and he wanted to take no chances 
that his present wife might find out. 
He said he also feared blackmail. 

Tom told me he was originally 
from Nevada. He was in ‘aw school 
there when he got marriea the first 
time 

“I didn’t really love her, but I think 
she loved me, and I really thought | 
could learn to love her back. Plus, 
marrying her looked really good for 
my career. After a while, we started 
having bad fights. We were never 
really newlyweds anyway, because, 
really, she was boring in bed. We 
finally divorced, and after | finished 
law school, I got a job with a legal firm 
in San Francisco. I quit after a couple 
of years and went into business with 
another alwyer here in Sacramento.”

The money hhey 
spend for advertising to convince the public of their innocence could 
be better spent in research to alleviate the problem. 

Rather than have the congressmen work towards a relaxation of 
the laws, it would be wiser to work towards equitable solutions with 


the animal kingdoms in mind. 


Boycott tuna until the industry recognizes ecologicaily sound 
guidelines. Don’ submit to the phony media campaign by the tuna in- 


dustry.

Vets ripped off by new ruling 


Editor, the Hornet: 


Veterans once again are being 
npped - off by our representatives in 
Washington. They have taken it upon 
themselves to change the regulations 
concerning when vets will be paid 
Instead of receiving checks the first of 
every month, now vets won't get their 
checks until the end of each month. 
This may not sound like much of an 
inconvience but if vets happen to be 
continuing students through summer 
school, they can expect a 3 to 4month 
delay in receiving checks for fall 
semester. Veterans returning in Sept. 
will also be affected by the regulation 
change. They may request but not 
necessarily receive advance pay and

srevents the porpoises from getting 
aught: A special loop provides es- 
cape. Another development is a larger 
nesh net, which prevents the por- 
do1se’s snout from being caught in the 
ret. Howard says federal inspectors 
sheck boats and some fishermen send 
small skifs out along the nets with men 
yn board to free trapped propoises. 

In addition, there is a ban on fish- 
ng a rare species of tuna which the 
federal government has termed “en- 
dangered.” One problem exists, 
however: The rare species travels with 
the rest of the tuna and it is virtually 
impossible to separate the iwo. 

Foreign fleets aren't under these 
restrictions, and the Chamber claims 
their catches command a higher price 
and are heing used more and more by 
U.S. canneries. A icss of up to 30,000 
American jobs is seen as the result of 
the laws. according to Chamber statis- 
tics. 

The symbolic empty cans were also 
mailed to every U.S. Congressman 
and a case of cans was sent to 
President Jimmy Carter. 

What can be done by California 
lawmakers? Not much, according to 
Howard, w..o said the 1972 Marine 
Mammals Protection Act pre - 
empted the state’s jurisdiction over 
fishing fleets. The most the California 
legislature can do is pass a resolution 
calling on Congressional action to 
review the regulations.

Why delay our Bill of Rights? 


Editor's note: ASI Senate Chair 
Patty Payne wrote the following letter 
to CSUS President James Bond and 
requested that it be printed in the State 
Hornet. 

Dr. Bond, President, CSUS; 


On January 25, 1977, the ASCSUS 
Senate passed unanimously the 
Student Bill of Rights and Res- 
ponsibilities. It then was forwarded tc 
you and the Faculty Senate. The 
Faculty Senate was reques’ed at that 
time (in January) to have their res- 
ponse in by mid - March. This time - 
iine was considered adequate by the 
Senate; it gave both parties a montt 
and a half to deal with the document 

However, this was not the case 
The Faculty Senate needed more time 
and indeed took st. The document wa: 
reyecved and | was personally insulted 
by the Chair of the Faculty Senate 
The Faculty Senate did not seer tc 
heed the fact tha: the dccument wa: 
sent to them as a matter of courtesy 
(And, the document was sent to them 
last year, as the Student Bill of Rights 
has been around for 2 years now) 

In a meeting with Norm Better, 
Tim Comstock and several Student 
Senators, you promised to sign ‘ap- 
prove) the document the week after we 
got back from Spring Break. (This was 
done to set a deadline for the Faculty 
Senate to reply). This “date” has now 
come and gone. 

Then I find that even though the 
Administration had no problems with 
the document, there had to be some 
editorial changes. I then sat down with 
Greg ihatch and Norm Better and 
worked these changes out -- there were 
no substantive changes made. 

The document then came up before 
the PAC. The faculty said they had a 
position paper on the Bill and would 
get it to you by April 22nd. To my 
knowledge, you have yet to receive 
this document. You stated that it 
would then be signed the week of April 
25th 

In a meeting with the Academic 
Deans, the issue of the Student Bill of

At a meeting with the Deans on 
April 28th, the document was “nit - 
picked” to death. Almost every point 
that the Deans brought up, you as- 
sured them that “a sentence would be 
added for clarity”, or a “d/sclaimer 
would be added”. It was then men- 
tioned that you would adopt the Biil in 
principle but not implement it until 
October. 

I must express my utter frustration 
and disgust at the proceedings. The

Billi of Rights in that order’! The 
document is not the same as when it 
left the Student Senate. There have 
been some substantive changes and 


God only knows what the sentences 
added for “clarity” or the “dis- 
claimers” will say 

I must condemn the administration 
of this school in their delay and poor 
handling of the Student Bill of Right: 
and Responsibilities (and the faculty 
must be included). The document you 
might approve could very well be 
found non-acceptable to the students 
Then what do you have? Perhaps a 
student docurnent that is for anyone 
but the students. The Administration- 
Faculty Bill of Rights and Res- 
ponsibilities for the Students is what 
you have.

the legislature approves the new 
faculty positions, there is no way ‘o 
know where they will be placed.
